and affrighted, ran to her next Neighbour, and acquainted her thit ſhe wasGuite Undone, * 
for her houſe was broken open and robbed; the man immediately rifeth from his Dinner, * 
carrying his bread and Chelſe in his hand, accompanied with his Wife #tjd another ſabour- 
ing «an ; approachingthe door,endeayoured to enter, but before they could all get quite in, 
there was immediately a very ſtrange noiſe heard ii the next Room to ther, as if it had 
beenaconſort of Cauts,which ſoaffrighted them, that they all ran towards the door endea- 
vouring to get out again bun it was if vain; for.at theit approcalythere were gredt"long \ 
yoaks about their Necks,in the form of a Cro{s,or wenesth : ſo that they could not pol- 
ſibly return ; and while they werethus (trivingandexying out for help; their yoaks at ay 
fell off, and a coule-ſtaff,orBrewers-flinglaidupon the mens ſhoulders; upon which an old 
Woman preſented her felt naked, ſome times hanging; by the Heal, Daetimes by the 
Toes, anon by the Middle ; with divers other poſtures, they continuing for the ſpace of- 
near half an houre, in ſach/1ort, that the poor men were never more tired.in clearing of.

By the Diſſolution of theſe Houſes, many thouſands were driven to ſeek their fortunes 
in the wide World, and become utterly expoſedto want, when Monkiþþ profeſhon was
